In addition to the unprecedented 
scope of Arab coordination in va- 
rious spheres, probably the most 
aignificant development to emerge 
from the summit remains that of 
the Arab leaders’ recognition of the 
terrorist-controlled Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization as the sole repre- 
sentative of the Palestinian people 
—_over Jordan's violent protests. 
The Secretary-General of the Arab 
League, Malmoud Riad, claimed yes« 
terday that the decision was no more 
than reaffirmation of a 1964 pan- 
Arab resolution which accepted the 
PLO as representatives of the Pa- 
lestinian people and member of the 
League.

Census finds 


poverty in 
occupied Syria 


Interior Ministry and Military 
Government personnel who recently 
completed a census in Israel-occu- 
pied Syria reported yesterday that 
the poverty and squalor in the vil- 
lages now im Israeli hands is far 
worse than that of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip efter the Six 
Day War. 

Census-takers told “Itim” that the 
3,000 there suffer from 
hunger and lack of clothing, and 
often live in the same quarters as 
their livestock. The housing situa- 
tion in general is thought unfit for 
humans. 

As each person in the villages 
was counted — personally — by the 
census-takers, he was issued an 
identification tag. At the same time, 
the buildings in the villages were 
marked and numbered. It was re- 
Ported that about 100 persons were 
not in the villages during the cen- 
sus, as they are serving in the 
Syrian army. 

The Syrian pound (about equal to 
the Israel pound) Is still the legal 
tender in occupied Syria, and prices 
remain unchanged. Military person- 
nel report that a litre of kerosene, 
for instance, costs 18 agorot. (tim)

Because of the suddenness of the 
attack, some reserve units were 
engaging the enemy only 12 hours 
or less after being alerted. This led 
to tanks going ito battle on their 
own power, instead of on tank 
carriers (which save the treads, 
engines and fuel), or with fewer 
than ἃ capacity supply of shelis.
